this would not ſhew that Lazarus was recon- 
ciled to him. It was therefore a very ſubtile 
contrivance that ſince Lazarus — he found, 
could not airectiy give him any of his 
having forgiven him, he might at leaſt know it 
indireftly, by his condeſcending at his requeſt to 
come again into this world.' And if he could 
by any means know he was forgiven, it would 
he thought, be no mall eaſe and alleviation of 
his tormente. 

As to his ſeeming concern for his brethrens 
reformation, it ſeems reaſonable to think it 
was likewiſe real and ſincere. He had not in- 
deed, we may ſuppoſe, given himſelf much trou- 
ble about it while he was alive: for his thoughts 
ſeem to have been wholly taken up upon him- 
felf and this world : wy one who took no care 
of his own true happineſs, was ſtill leſs likely 
to be ſolicitous about that of others. But now 
the caſe was greatly altered: the purſuit of 
worldly enjoy ments, as well as the enjoyments 
themſelves, ceaſed ; and he wis really convinced, 
by fatal experience, of the evil of his former 
courſes. Natural affection, and the tender ſenſe 
and feeling of the dangers which others run, 
might revive in him and create no ſmall un- 
eaſineſs. 

But farther, this rich man, who is 1 
a ny quick in diſcerning what might increaſe or 
lighten

lighten bis miſery, could not but be aware of one 
conſequence of his former way of life, and how 
it might affect himſelf, if his brethren — upon. 
the | encouragement of his. former example, 
ſhould perſiſt to lead ſuch lives as he did, and 
come into the ſame place of torment. He could 
not be inſenſible how this would aggravate his 
guilt and heighten his puniſhment, which there- 
fore he might be heartily concerned to prevent. 
Wicked men here, indeed, are fond of com- 
pany in their vices z becauſe numbers . of men 
equally guilty ſeem to excuſe the failings of in- 
dividuals. But in the other world, = the 
vanity of ſuch pretences—as now look plauſible, 
is clearly ſeen through; and men cannot with 
all their art believe their guilt to be lefs heinous 
than it is, zbere it muſt be the moſt terrible and 
aſtoniſhing thing to meet with the partners of 
their ſin either thoſe that ſhewed 7hem the way, 
or thoſe themſelves have ſeduced into it. 

There are frequent warnings given. us not to 
follow bad exam ples : becauſe example is the 
molt inſinuating, — doubtleſs the moſt prevail- 
ing leſſon which a practitioner in fin can read to 
young beginners. And for that reaſon. — as it 
ſhould ſeem, the ſevereſt things are ſaid againſt 
them who that * withdraw others from their 
innocence. 
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The rich man, we ſee, is not charged with 
any notorious and ſcandalous vice not fo much 
as gluttony or intemperance, to which his way 
of life more eſpecially expoſed him. But it is 
only expreſſed that Laaarus lay at his door 
without relief. And this proceeded perhaps 
not from any cruelty of diſpoſition, but from 
that careleſſneſs and unmindfulneſs of ſmall 
matters, as they are falſely called, which is too 
often ſeen to accompany great fortunes. So that 
upon the whole, he ſeems to have paſſed thro 
life as many others do, who think well enough 
of themſelves, and are tolerably thought of by 
others — in a ſupine negligence of another world, 
occaſioned by his enjoying ſo much of this. 
And his fault was, that he did not uſe the ta- 
lents entruſted with him. for the good of n 
or his own eternal welfare. 
Had he attended to the law of nate, that 
would have directed him to works of mercy and 
compaſſion, and raiſed in him a deſire of doing 
good to others. For when an healthy rich man 
beholdeth a fellou- creature = one made of the 
ſame materials with himſelf, drooping and ſink- 
ing under ſickneſs, po verty and diſtreſs; naked 
and hungry, cold and in want, he does but be- 
hold himſelf, as it were in a glaf in the weak- 
neſs, mutability and mortality of his on con- 
dition, And the preſent neceſſities of the af- 


flicted

flided are a leſſon which demonſtrates to his 
very eye what himſelf or any other man may be; 
—a ſilent, but withal, a powerful appeal to his 
mercy—a ſecret beſeeching him, I might ſay, a 
legal requiring him to & as he would wiſh to 
be done unto in the like caſe; to be of the 
ſame mind he certainly would be i in, if he, with 
this Lazarus, was laid at the gates of another, 
without any pity ſhewn to him, or notice taken 
of him, except by the dogs — which came and 
licked bis ſores. 
But if this law of nature be not bright enough 
yet by the light of /criprure we — eaſily 5 
cern the neceſſity of ſhewing mercy, There 
we may be fully atisfied that the ſervant of God 
is not born for himſelf alone, but for all thoſe 
who are parts of the ſame building and mem- 
bers of the ſame body: And if one member ſuf- 
fers, all the Ree on Joffe with it.

indeed not to be recovered by any action at law,

ſtewards; and in the goſpel of Chriſt, which is 
the: law of grace, an account will be opened, 
and at the laſt great day will be ſettled with 
thoſe who either have, or have negle&ed to 
have, clothed the naked, fed the hungry or vi- 
ſited the ſick.
